Speech From Throne 
Debate Follows 


Duggan Attacks Sousa Deal 
j»S Clumsy; Gray Charges 
Petty Graft

Legislature opened with the Speech 
from the Throne which was, however, 
lfbt broadcast. The speech covered 
government’s statement of accom¬ 
plishment. Re|pecting war assist¬ 
ance it promises legislation to Rant¬ 
ing tax concessions, debt protection 
and other assistance to eqjisted men. 
In agricultural co-operative groups 
are growing. A pathological labora¬ 
tory is being established to control 
animal'disease. Farm youttr-Wsfining, 
women’s extension work, etc., have 
been’advanced, and many families 
plated on the land. To add to tourist 
trade, publicity efforts have been ex¬ 
panded. 

The public works department has 
been reorganized to build and main¬ 
tain highways most efficiently. Road 
construction will now be extended to 
rural areas, now that main highways 
are now well in hand. Highways have 
been pushed into N.W.T. to tap re¬ 
sources of the north and may form 
link in the U.S.-Alaska highway. 

The government intends to press 
for extension of northern, boundaries 
to include mineral areas of N.W.T. 

In respect to health, the number of 
Full*Time units will be increased, and 
district nursing clinics for cancer- 
treatment are -promised. 

In 44 large school units .more effic¬ 
ient servicanjias been given at a cost 
per pupil slightly less than under the 
old system. The Youth Training 
scheme is to be enlarged. The govern¬ 
ment voted $4,930,000 for public wel¬ 
fare in 1939-40, and will call for a 
similar sum for 1940-41. The provin¬ 
cial bank is another step toward appli¬ 
cation of Social Credit principles. Con¬ 
tinuance of effort to protect homes 
from tax sales was promised. Oil, tar 
sands and salt resources were dealt 
with. Over one million fire insurance 
has already been placed with the gov¬ 
ernment. Sale of domestic goods has 
been greatly increased. 

Duggan Criticizes 

D. M. Duggan, Conservative, criti¬ 
cized the government attempt to re¬ 
fund the provincial debt of "150 mil¬ 
lions through J. J. Sousa of Calgary. 
Mr. Duggan quoted from a copy of 
the original agreement, claiming the 
government had engaged Mr. Sousa 
to negotiate the underwriting of the 
refund although the man had neither 
office nor telephone in Calgary. Mr. 
Sousa under the agreement had been 
empowered to pick up provincial bonds 
at 50 or 60 cts. on the dollar and then 
exchange them for a new issue at par. 
The government agreement was that 
after the underwriter had deposited 
cash and bonds to the amount of 160 
million, the legislature would call in 
the old boigls and replace them with 
new 2% bonds, with millions of dollars 
of bonds free of provincial taxatic^

Premier Bracken, kddressing the 
Manitoba war-time committee on ag¬ 
riculture, believes that a conference 
amongst farm machine manufacturers 
and farmers might get somewhere in 
reducing farm implement costs. The 
objective of the conference among the 
farm, machine makers, government 
experts and producers would be the. 
elimination of the difference between 
the cash price and the long-term price 
of machinery, for the benefit of the 
farmer, said Mr. Bracken. 

Must be Solvent 

Taul Bredt, president of the Mani¬ 
toba Wheat Pool, said farmers are 
eager to make their best contribution 
to Canada’s war effort, but must have 
a chance for industrial solvency. 

“Our farmers are not looking for 
nor asking for such prices as were 
paid during the major portion of the 
last war but they are naturally and 
properly concerned in the solvency of 
their industry and in a reasonable bal¬ 
ance between the price of what they 
produce arfd what they have to pay. 
That balance does not exist today.” 

According to Dominion statistics 
the gross cash income of the Manitoba 
farmer had fallen from $1,628 in 1926 
to a seven-year average between 1930 
and 1937 of $725. 

The average farm income for the 
three prairie provinces had decreased 
from $2,143 in 1926 to the 1930-37 av¬ 
erage of $730.,

A spealcer in Alamtoba has said that the farm indus¬ 
try must be made solvent before it can play rfspart 
most effectively in the war. There can he no disputing 
such an assertion. Before any industry can move Tor- 
ward with assurance, producing efficiently and to capac¬ 
ity, it must be founded on a confidence that returns will 
exceed to some modest degfee, the cost of production. 

Western farmers for ten years have been tossed about 
in uncertainty, subjected to beggaring prices /for their 
produce, while the price standards of what* they must 
buy have been carefully guarded against loss. In past 
years, wheat sales have been regarded as something of a 
strictly western problem, and such inadequate assistance 
as may have been given, has brought strong opposition 
from certain eastern quarters.' ' The whole matter of 
wheat production has been treated grudgingly and with 
impatience. 

But under war conditions the situation of the western 
farmer is changing. His product becomes of importance 
as a vital factor to the Empire and the Allies. If the war 
continues for a time, Western Canada may-once more 
regain its place as the granary of the Empire, more 
conveniently situated than’the Argentine or Australia. 
With values recreated, there maybe a recognition of the 
fact that such a vital industry must be “protected” by 
a price above cost of production. It has natural hazards 
which are sufficient in themselves without the additional 
penalty of an enforced poverty price. Munition factories, 
mines, lumber mills, textile factories are not expected to 
sell goods below cost, because the empire is at war. Why 
should such inequality of sacrifice be demanded of the 
farmer? 

The wheat producer had opportunity to express his 
sentiment in respect to wheat sales recently, when a 
market opened for sale of wheat to Russia. His was the 
strongest voice raised against taking advantage of this 
new opting for his surplus product. He took thus stajiyt 
purely'^®patriotic grounds, as a gesture of support to 
the allidfljause, even though sacrifice plight be involved. 
One wonders if other industrialists, far less hard-press- 


Germans deny aiding Russia in Finland, thus -avoiding 
being an accessory to the crime and a party to its failure 
so far. 


Rome despatches were the first to reveal that Britain 
was having trouble in Iran and Afghanistan.

IN ANCIENT ARMENIA 


About the same time that the Greeks had adopted 
as a national beverage the brew called “Zythum” 
and "Zythos,” the-Armenians found it to tbeir yjste.

According to the 
Financial Post, letters reached the 
Bureau containing such enquiries as 
these:— 

“Is is true that the Canadian Gov¬ 
ernment is --eizing all cars brought in¬ 
to Canada by American tourists and 
is using them for war purposes?" 

“What truth is there in the report 
which is circulating here—that' your 
Government is taking all the Ameri¬ 
can money in the possession of those 1 
who visit Canada and is giving them 
only 59 cents on the dollar in Canadian 
money." 

“1 am told, that Americans visiting 
Canada are having great difficulty- 
getting hack home on account of the 
activities of your Dominion police, is 
this true ?” 

The fact that the same enquiries 
came from widely separated points 
further indicated that the stories were 
being deliberately spread from some 
central headquaiters interested in dis¬ 
rupting Canada’s tourist trade. 

It has not yet been found possible 
to trace the stories to their source. 
But the manner of their dissemination 
has been discovered. Well-dressed men 
who profess to have returned from 
Canada tell hotel clerks and operators 
of'service stations of their cars hav¬ 
ing been stolen, their money converted 
at 59 cents dn the dollar, and similar 
experiences. ‘ The clerks and operators 
innocently do the rest. 

It would seem to be a legitimate, 
and indeed an essential, war measure 
for the Dominion Government to coun¬ 
ter this enemy propaganda by a gen¬ 
erous advertising campaign. $100,000 
spent in letting Americans know that 
they will be well treated in Canada, 
that there money will have aP higher 
purchasing power than at home, and 
that, if they wish, they can see a 
country at war, with its marching men 
and aeroplanes droning overhead, in 
perfect safety and with scarcely any 
restrictions, would be almost certain 
to yield largo returns.—Orillia Packet

Over 51 Millions of Business 
To Speed Industrial Action 


Despite Smaller Returns for 
Crops, Farmers Do Well on 
Tax Payments; Requisitions 
Met 


A'lady who is getting on in years 
but still feels brisk, has got the right 
idea when she says; “I have found 
that if one is over fifty, inclined to 
bulk, and still possessing the yen to 
dance, the best plan is to have a par¬ 
ty in your own house.

The Canadian government has pub¬ 
lished in booklet form ar list of the 
’war contracts awarded between July 
14, 1909 and December 31, 1939. These 
total $61,063,456. 

Aircraft, aircraft equipment, * uni 
forms, mitts, socks, underwear, and 
food for the active Service forces ac¬ 
counted for a great many contracts. 
Railway equipment for both the Cana¬ 
dian National and the Canadian Paci¬ 
fic Railway constituted the largest 
contracts on the purchasing board’s 
list. s * 

C.N.R. equipment amounted to $13,- 
847,850 and C.P.R. to $8,591,500. * 

By months the purchasing board's 
activities were divided as follows: 
July $22,350; August $3,138,273; Sep¬ 
tember *$1,8"1,487; October, $35,056,- 
796. The war supply board: Novem¬ 
ber, $13,272,966 and December $6, % 
501,581. 

Orders placed in the prairie prov¬ 
inces were largely for foodstuffs and 
clothing, while contracts let in Bri¬ 
tish Columbia for the most part were 
for military construction jobs. 

- Practically all orders were placed 
in Canada, except for certain munition 
and airraft purchases some of which 
went to the British board and Some to 
United States. 


C. D. Hyndman, secretary of Mar¬ 
quis Municipality, reports splendid 
collections in 1939. Despite the fact 
that farmers generally realized much 
less on their grops than in the prev¬ 
ious year, th^ir tax collections were 
better. Taking it over the district the 
farm crops realized just' about three- 
fifths of the returns of 1938, and yet 
collections in 1939 exceeded the prev¬ 
ious year by more than $3,000. 

Although arrears came in 1 letter, 
there is much still owing, the greater* 
part of which is collectable. ■ Permis¬ 
sion has been granted from the provin¬ 
cial government to write off ohf seed 
grain indebtedness which has been 
standing since 1918-22. 

All old road work has been paid off, 
and old hospital accounts previous to 
1939 have been wiped out. Requisitions 
for schools and hospital for 1939 have 
been paid in full. The bank borrowing 
which was necessary during the year 
on school and municipal-account has 
been repaid. 

The councillors overspent their pub¬ 
lic works appropriation to the amount 
of $10,815, in providing necessary 

road work. <* 

The tax sale of four different par¬ 
cels, resulted in feale of town property 
but the sale was unsuccessful in re¬ 
spect to farm property. Seed grain and 
fuel oil were advanced in 1939 to the 
amount of $631.49 in 1939, and this 
obligation was repaid. 

. The provincial government was paid 
the sum of $12,000* under the social 
service tax. a 

Altogether, Marquis district has 
made real progress during the past 
year, and given similar crops,, with 
somewhat better prices, the district 
would soon be restored to an enviable 
position.

Hun¬ 
garians, Austrians, Greeks have al¬ 
most doubled, now making up 13% of 
the people. The Ukrainian element 
has increased rapidly, and all people 
r/f the above mentibned classes have 
almost double the birth rate of the 
British element. These people tend to 
segregate themselves in blocs. It is in 
the part of our population arriving 
since 1920, that it is natural to expect 
trouble in a national crisis.
